tions  nuide  iince  I  was  in  it  about 
two  years  ago  j  and,  in  order  to  be 
underiloodi  I  muft  refer  your  read- 
ers to  the  ichnography,  or  ground- 
plan  of  the  cliurcb,  in  Browne 
Willis's  Cathedrals  (1723),  printed 
alfo  in  Mr.  Shaw's  Hiftory  of  Staf- 
forddiire.  The  bifhop's  confiHory 
and  St.  Stephen's  chapel^  in  the 
North- tranfept,  marked  EE,  which 
were  inclofcd  formerly,  arc  now 
laid  open,  and  the  confiftory  is  re- 
moved- to  a  room  marked  in  the 
plan  P.  and  there  called  the  pre- 
bendaries veftry,  but,  though  fo  cal- 
led, was  never  ufed  as  fuch  Iince  I 
knew  the  church,  but  ferved  as  a 
lumber-room. 

'  This  is  now  very  elegantly  £tted 
tip  as  a  court-room,  with  a  feat, 
canopy,  and  bench,  for  the  judge, 
and  a  large  fquare  table  covered 
with  green  cloth,  for  the  pro6tors, 
&c.  to  fit  at ;  with  feats  for  others 
who  may  have  bufinefs  there. 
There  is  alfo  a  handfome  fire- 
place^ and  fome  nisw  windows  have 
been  fet  up. 

This  room  opens  into  tlie  Soutli 
choral  aile,  and  is  neatly  floored  with 
oak.  The  places  in  the  South- tran- 
fept,. marked  I.  K.  called  the  dean's 
conliftory  and  vicars  veftry,  have  alfo 
been  laid  open  fome  time;  and  mo- 
numents of  Mr.  Garrick  and  Dr. 
Johnfon  fet  up  againft  tlie  Eaft- 
crn  wall.  On  the  nortli  fide  the 
church,  there  was  a  door  which 
faced  a  flne  walk  with  trees,  and 
the  bifhop's  palace.  This  door, 
which  gave  admittance  to  the 
chaptcr-houfe,  (an  oblong  o^gon 
room,  over  which  is  the  library),  is 
now  filled  up,  and  a  new  wiiidow 
fet  in  the  place ;  fo  that  there  is 
no  admittance  to  thofe  handfome 
Crothic  rooms,  but  from  the  infide 
of  the  church  j  and  the  angles  of 
the  North-tranfept  have  been  alfo 
repaired  and  ftrengthened,  at  the 
time  the  above  plan  was  taken,  in 
2725.  The  library,  marked  S  in 
the  plari,  wa«»  a  detached  builjiixig 
near  the  North -Wcfi:.  angle  qf  the 
North  crofs ;  but  it  has  been  dc-

molifhed  near  50  years*  This  watf 
'  not  amifs,  as  it  muft,  when  ftand- 
ing,  have  disfigured  the  uniformity 
of  the  cathedral,  which,  in  gene- 
ral, is  the'  moft  regular  of  any  I 
know.  Much  has  been  faid  ioi, 
and  againft,  the  alterations  p^ade 
in  it  within  the  laft  ten  years ;  but 
•  one  thingis  certain,  that  it  wanted 
repair.  This  has  been  thoroughly 
done  within,  and  in  a  great  mea- 
fure  without.  Before  that  time  the 
place  was  beaiftiful,  and  it  is  fo 
now.  One  of  the  alterations,. how- 
ever, was  a  great  improvement; 
for,  previous  to  them,  the  congne- 
gation  moved  from  the  choir  to  tl» 
nave  or  body  of  the  church,  dtjf-k 
ing  the  finging  of  the  Nicene 
creed,  to  hear  the  fermon,  as  the 
pulpit,  and  many  pews,  were  then 
there  ^thefe  have  been  all  taken 
away,  and  a  new- pulpit,  and  many 
neat  oak-pews, etc6ted  in  the  choir, 
where  the  auditory  remain  until 
the  whole  fervice  is  over.  This,  I 
think,  is  much  for  the  beft ;  but  I 
am  not  fo  clear  but  that  the  choJt 
might  have  been  lengthened  ab^ut 
ten  yards,  without  taipipg  in  the 
whole  of  St.  Mary's  djapel,  to  tlie 
Eaft,  as  it  is  now  certainly  too  long 
for  the  width.

Eveiy  ferious  perfon,   during   the 
awcftil  conteft  wliich  now  agitates 
the    world,    •^ill    Aucly    endea- 
vour to  curb  the  liLentious  lallies 
which  have  produced,  and  ftill  con- 
•tinue,  the  confuiion.     Nay,  he  will 
do  more  :  he  will  exert  himfelf  to 
jcftify  a  folfe  opinion  when  il  comes 
from  an  uninrpe^cd  quarter.

Thefe  remarks,  perhaps,  will  not 
be  found  unappropriate,  if  you  will 
oblige  me  by  infer  ting  th^  following

•bert  in  a  late  publication,  hitituled 
'  *'  General  Biography,"  &c.  1  he  au- 
■  thors  of  that  work  are  men  of  mucli 

eflimation  in  the  literary  world.  It 
is  for  that  reafon  that  the  readfcr 
ihould  be^Jguarded  in  its  perufal. 

The  early  ftudies  of  D' Alembert 
were  dire6:ed  to  theology  ;  and  he 
compofed   a   commentary  on    St. 

•  Paul's  Epiltie  to  the  Romans.  Be- 
i  ing  rmacq\^iited  Awith  the  con^^* 

mentary,  I  caimot  judge  of  its  ex- 
-  ecution*    My  bufmefii  is  with  the 

•  biographer's  reflexion.    /'  His  pe- 
*'.  ftetrating  intellect  found  more  fa- 

tisfa^on  in  the  demonftrative  rea- 
*' Zoning  of  mathematicians,  than  in 

the.  vague-  difpiitations  of  theolo- 
.:  gical  controf erfialifli.*'    It  argues 


little   m  favour  of  the    obferva- 
tion,  that,  at  ten  years  of  age,  the 
fchoolmafler  declared  he  had  no- 
thing  farther  to  teach  the  pupil, 
when  the  pupil  engaged  very  early 
\n  life  in  the  futile  controvcrfy  be* 
iwcen  the  followers   of  Janfcnius 
and  the  Jefuits.  '  IMere  theological 
conti*ovei;fy,or  difputes  about  words 
of  which  neither  party  are  agreed 
in  the  definition,  like  controverfies 
of  all  other  dcfcriptions,  is  too  fre- 
quently acrimonious  and  unprofit- 
able.    But  it  docs  not  at  all  follo^r, 
that  all  theological  refearch  is  to'be 
termed  vngue  aifputatiom :  iteither 
.does'  it  become  a  member  of  any 
religious  congregation  to  place  ma- 
thematical, in  oppofltion  to  moral 
or  theological ,  denionftration .    Per- 
haps   no    obfervation    leads   with 
greater  certainty  to  the  doleful  re- 
gions   of    fceplicilin    and    doubt. 
.Without  interfering  with  the  ac- 
curacy of  mathematical  truth,  Ibe 
believers  in  Revelation  have  a  mtrc 
Jure  'word  cf  ftrophecysind  in fomurtion, 
which  the mofl  acute  mathematician 
cannot  pretend   to  polfefs.      The 
truth  of  numbers  may  reach  a  p<Mnt 
beyond  which  human  reafon  can- 
not pafs  :  the  truth  of  Revelation, 
like    the    penetrating   fun -beam, 
flaihes  convidtion  on  the  ibul,  and 
opens  to  our  view  the  profpc6t  of 
Eternity. 

Before  1  confidcr  the  biographer's 
observation  onD' Alembert  as  an£n- 
cyclopacdift,  let  me  remark  how 
imliy  (is  not  that  too  moderate  a 
word,  Mr.  Urban  ?)  he  fpeaks  of 
thofe  principles  which,  for  xo  years 
pafl,  have  defolated  a  neighbouring 
country.  Without  being  an  advo- 
cate for  the  former,  any  more  than 
for  the  latter  Gallic  tyranny,  1  truft 
I  fhall  bave  credit  for  depredating 
the  dangerous  fyilem  of  £quality  -, 
fuch  equality  as  the  French  have 
vainly  ^deavoured  to  eftabliih.— 
*'  His  memoirs  of  Chriflina  queen 
of  Sweden  is  a  maftedy  piece  of 
biographical  writings  In  this  work 
the  authcn*  fhews  that  he  underftood 
>thc  natural  rights  of  mankind,  and 
tbOiJf^imdfbicm'aggtQ  affm  tkemJ" 

As 
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As  if  this  w  ere  not  Sufficient,  the 
biographer  brings  the  evidence  ot  a 
ladjr  of  high  ranjc  to  bear  tcltimouy 
agaiiMl  her  peers  and  her i elf.  Hear- 
ing the  author  accufed  of  having 
exaggerated  the  defpotifm  o1[  the 
frreat  in  his  Elfay  on  the  Alliance 
between  the  Learned  and  the  great, 
"  if  he  had  confulted  me,"  (he  faid 
Jmartlyy  "  i  could  have  told  him 
^ill  more  of  the  matter."  This  is 
common  declatnation.  In  fomein- 
fiances  it  may  be  tnie,  in  many 
falfe.  But^  furely,  it  deferves  not, 
in  a  charader  of  refpedability,  fo 
placid  an  acquiefcence.^  And,  when 
we  confider  it  as  giving  countenance 
to  the  propagation  of  fuch  opinions^ 
as  OCcalion  the  foot  to  fay  to  the  head, 
I  have  m  need  of  thee^  we  cannot  be 
too  eameft  in  denouncing  the  in- 
iK)vating  principle. 

As  D'Alembert's  theological  du- 
ties gave  place  to  his  mathematical; 
io  thefc  in  turn  are  conlidered  as  6f 
inferior  importance  to  his  pbiUfophy, 
Hear  the  biographer :  —  "  While 
D'Alerabert  confined  himfelf  chief- 
ly to  his  mathematical  ikudies,  he 
remained  in  comparative  obfcurity : 
as  foon,  however,  as  he  embarked 
in  the  great  defign  of  publiihing  an 
Encyclopaedia,  he  attraded  a  large 
ihare  of  puWic  '^tention  ;  and> 
vfithfome  ohloquy,  on  account  of  the 
freedom  of  leveral  articles  of  the 
work^  obtained,  as  he  proceeded, 
high  reputation."  Too  well  is 
D'Alembert  known  as  one  of  the 
authors  of  this  work;  too  well 
have  his  pernicious  do^nfs  fuc- 
-cccded  in  the  world.  What  ^all 
we  fay,  then,  to  a  relatcr  of  his  life, 
who  merely  obferves  on  this  oc-* 
oafion,  that,  in  the  midft  of  much 
praifey  he  met  ijuitb  fome  obloquy  P 
Why  does  he  not  hold  out  Xht 
friendly  beacon  to  warn  others  from 
approaching  thole  rocks  where  fo 
many  h^ve been  ihip wrecked?  This 
obtequy,  by  the  biographer's-  a6- 
eount,  afterwards  rofe  to  a  firment  5 
and  he  thinks  that  *'  the  odium 
which  had  fallen  upon  him  might 
have  iiimiihed  a»  good  reafon  ibr 
feeking  a  pcacoAd  a^teia  lE  the 


court  of  a  phihfnpbical prince."  The 
hiftory  of  Fredtrric  and  his  friend 
falk  not  under  niy  prejent  difcuflion; 
The  reader  will  iind  enough,  ^r- 
haps  he  may  think  too  much,  upon 
tlie  fubjciEt,  in  the  Abbe  Baruel't 
Hiftory  of  Jacobiiilfni. 

As  an  academician,  B'Alembeit 
falls  not  beloto  the  reputation  he  had  * 
acquired.  "  His  influence  in  the 
academy  of  fcicnccs,  and  above  aU 
in  the  French  academy,  of  which 
he  was  fecretary,  gave  iniportancfe 
to  his  chara6ter."  This  paffagc  t 
/hall  beg  leave  to  confront  with  one 
from  tlie  Abb6  Baruel.  "  Formerly 
the  very  fufpicioh  of  irreligion  wai  ♦ 
fufficient  to  exclude  a  man  from  th^ 
academy  5  by  tbe  intrigues  of  D'Alem^ 
iert  it  was  gradually  brought  about, 
that  nearly  the  whole  number  was 
made  up  of  pbilofophifls,  and  theit 
rewards  were  givqn  only  to  thofc 
who  could  add  the  claim  of  ^mr 
t)iety  to  the  other  merits  they  might 
poffels.  So  far  wa»  this  carried^ 
that  a  M.  B^uzet,  a  layman,  but  a 
fmcere  Chriftian,  who  was  one  cf 
the  40  members,  once  alked  D*A- 
lembert,  how  they  cam?  to  adm^ 
him  among  them?  D'Alember^ 
anfwered  without  hefitation,  •  I 
am  fenfible  that  this  muft  feem  af^ 
toni filing  to  you  5  but  we  wanted 
a  ikilful  grammarian  5  and  amon^ 
our  party  not  one  had  acquired  a 
reputation  in  this  line.  We  hnaio

Whoever  commits  a  rape,  no  other 
amends  is  to  be  made  but  that  juf- 
tice  be  done  on  his  body.    Thefe 
forfeitures    the    king  has  in  this 
county  except  the  land  of  St.  Peter 
of   WeibninHer,    to  whom   King 
Edward    gave  whatever    he    had 
there,  as  3ic  coupty  fays. 

When  the  king  marches  againil 
the  enemy,  if  any  one  called  by  his 
pomraand  lliall  remain  behind,  if  he 
is  lb  frtfc  a  man  that  he  has  foe  and 
fac,  and  can  go  witli  his  land  where 
he  will,  he  is  in  the  king's  mercy 
for  all  his  land.  'But  the  freeman 
of  any  other  lord,  if  he  iliall  not  go 
againil  tl^e  enemy,  and  his  lord 
ihall  hire  anotlier  man  for  him, 
ihall  forfeit  40  Ihillings  to  iiis  lord 
who  was  called ;  but  if  no  one  at 
all  ihall  go  for  him,  he  iliall  give  to 
his  lord  40  ihillings,  and  his  lord 
fhall  forfeit  lo  many  iliillings  to  tlie 
king. 

Domefday,  vol.  I.  p.  2j2.'^In 
the  city  of  Shrewlbury,  in  the  time 
pf  King  Edward,  were  252  houfes, 
and  as  many  bufgeffes  in  thofe 
houfes,  paying  by  the  year  7I.  16s. 
8d.  rent.  There  King  Edward  had 
tJiefe  cuiloms : 


If  any  one  knowingly  broke  the 
peace  of  the  king,  given  under  hb 
own  hand,  he  Hiould  be  outlawed ;  - 
but  w^hoever  broke  the  peace  of  the 
king  given  by  the  flieriff,  forfeited 
100  ihillings  j  and  he  gave  as  much 
who  aifaulted  a  perfon  in  the  high- 
way, or  fled  for  murder f.  .Theic 
three  forfeitures  King  Edward  had 
in  demefne,  over  and  above  his 
rents. 

When  the  king  lay  in  this  city, 
IS  men  of  the  belt  citizens  ferved 
him  as  watchmen  ;  and,  when  he 
hunted  there,  the  better  fort  of  bur- 
geiTes,  having  horfes,  guarded  him 
in  like  manner  with  arms.  But  the 
iheriff  fent  36  footmen  to  the  iland 
for  ihooting  deer  when  the  king 
was  tliere ;  but  to  th(^  park  of  Mar- 
ilelie  he  found  36  men  by  culloni 
eight  days. 

When  the  iheriiF  would  go  into 
Wales,  he  who  was  fummoned  by 
him,  and  did  not  go,  forfeited  40 
ihillings. 

A  woman  taking  a  huiband  in- 
any  manner  J,  if  ihe  was  a  wido>V, 
gave  the  king  20  ihillings  ;  if  a 
damfel,  10  ihillings,  in  whatever 
manner  §  ihe  ihould  take  a  huiband. 
If  the  houfe  of  a  burgefs  was 
burnt  by  any  accident  or  event,  or 
by  negligence,  he  gave  the  king 
40  fhilUngs  for  a  forfeiture,  and  % 
ihillings  to  each  of  his  two  next 
neighbours  as  a  relief. 

When  a  burgefs  who  was  in  the 
king's  demefne  died,  the  king  had 
10  Ihillings. 

If  any  burgefs  broke  the  time 
fixed  by  the  iheriiF,  he  forfeited  i  o 
ihillings.  He  who  fpUt  bipod  for- 
feited 40  ihillings.

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When  the  king  went  from  the 
city,  ^tSittiS ktttewrde^  fent  him 
S4  hor&s,  and  the  king  took  them 
to  the  &rtl  manfion-houfe  in  Staf- 
fordfhire.

THE  characters  of  kings  and 
ftatefmen,  lawyers  and  di- 
vines, eminent  in  their  profeilious, 
will  live  and  be  admired  as  long  ks 
Hiftory  fliall  exift.  But  none  are 
remembered  with  more  gratitude 
by  poderity,  than  tbole  of  men 
whofe  minds  have  been  enlarged 
^y  philofophy  and  languages  ;  who 
were  patrons  of  genius,  and  the 
cameit  promoteri  of  trutii. 

To  a  cultivated  mind  nothing  is 
fo  dear  as  the  mejnory  of  high- 
mipded,  humane,  and  wife  men, 
who  brought  up  merit  from  th« 
cottage  to  do  honour  to  the  age  in 
which  they  lived,  and  to  thine  even 
in  future  and  more  rehned  ages  in 
their  productions. 

Of  fuch  a  charafter  was  Sir 
Philip  Sidney.  Endued  with  a  fu- 
perior  genius,  he  added  by  his  own 
powers,  and  encouraged  others  to 
add,  forae  work  which  would  ei- 
4her  improve  theft>lcorthe  language 
of  the  age.  It  was  this  Maecenas 
who  cherifhed  the  Faiiy  Queen 
while  it  was  yet  but  in  infancy, 
and  would  have  lain  unknown,  had 
not  he  ailided  and  introduced  its 
author  to  the  world. 

His  father  was  Sir  Henry  Sid- 
ney, a  man  of  excellent  natural 
abilities,  generom  he^rt,  and  ele- 
♦^(^u  tbc  meaoiag  of  ibis  wortk 


gant  addrefs  ;  and  was,  by  Ihs, 
knowledge  in  the  bufinefs  oF  the 
State,  entruftcd  with  the  moft  hn* 
portant  affairs. 

He  married  the  lady  Mary^  eklcfl 
daughter  of  John  Dudley,  Ouke  of 
Northumbexland.     Nor   is    ihe    fo 
much  diftinguiflied  by  tiie  opblenefs 
of  her  family  as  for  being  the  mo* 
ther  bf  this  great  man  j  who  w^as 
born  at  Penfhuril,  in  tlip  county  of 
Kent,  on  the  29th  of  November, 
1554;  and  received  the  name  of 
Philip  (as  his  Biographers  have  af-* 
ferted)    from  the   king  of  Spain, 
who  had  lately  been  married    to 
Queen  Alary. 

He  was  fent  at  an  early  age  to 
Chriftchurch,  Oxford,  under  the 
tuition  of  Dr.  Thomas  Thornton, 
where  he  remained  till  he  was  17. 

In  June,  i.')72,  he  fet  out  upon 
his  travels,  and  was  in  Paris  at  the 
time  of  the  Miifacre,  and  fled, 
with  other  Engliihmcn,  to  the 
houfe  of  the  Euglifli  ambaflTador. 
Having  left  Paris,  he  purlued  hi$ 
journey  through  Lorrain,  by  Straff 
burgh  and  Heidleburgh,  to  Frank- 
fort ;  was  conftituted  agent  to  the 
Duke  of  Saxony,  and  an  Enghfli 
miniiler.  Here  he  became  ao* 
quaiiJt'^d  with  the  famous  Hubert, 
Languet,  whom  he  met  alfo  the 
Spring  following  at  Vienna,  and 
ftayed  with  him  till  the  September. 

Having  explored  Hungary  and 
Italy,  he  returned  through  Ger- 
many, by  Frankfort,  Heicyeburgh. 
and  Antwerp  ;  fet  out  for  Englandj^ 
and  arrived  about  May,   1575. 

In  the  next  year  he  was  lent  by 
the  queen  to  Rodolph  the  Empe- 
ror, and  to  other  princes  of  Ger- 
many, to  condole^  the  death  of 
IVIaximilian ;  and  on  his  return, 
tlie  following  year,  was  introduced 
to  the  great  Don  John  de  Auftria. 
viceroy  for  tlie  king  of  Spain  in  the 
Low  Countries,  and  to  William 
Prince  of  Orange ;  and  was  by 
the  former  liighly  honoured  and 
eftcemed. 

In  the  year  1579,  he  fhewed  his 
averlion  to  the  treaty  of  uiarriage 
between  the  Queen  and  the  Duke 


■p 
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of  Anjoii,  which  he  cxprdTed  in 
an  addrefs  to  her  Majeity,  and  was 
the  occafion  of  a  quarrel  between^ 
him  and  Edward  Vere,  Eark)f  Ox- 
ford. On  account  of  which,  it  is 
faid,  he  retired  from  the  Court. 
It  was  in  this  retirement  he  wrote 
the  Arcadia. 

In  the  year  ij8i,  the  treaty  of 
.marriage  was  renewed ;  and  Sir 
Philip  Sidney  and  Fulke  Grevil 
were  engaged  in  the  tournament 
perfonned  for  the  entertaiiunent  of 
the  French  ambaifador.  At  the 
departure  of  the  Duke  of  Anjou,

He  had  engaged  in  an  expedi-

In  1586,  he  fuqmzed  Axil ;  and 
at  the  enterprize  of  Gravelin,  by 
his  bravery  and  judgement,  pre- 
ferved  the  lives  and  hcMiour  of  the 
£nglifh  army. 

In  lb  high  a  pitch  of  greatnefs 
kad  he  arrived  at  this  period,  tliat 
he  was  engaged  in  an  election  for 
the  crown  of  Poland  5  but  the 
Queen  refufed  to  aHifl  him  in  his 
advancement,  as^  it  would  remove 
the  moll  ihining  charader  from  her 
couit. 

Eyery  mind,  that  delights  in  the 
^works  of  wile  and  good  men,  hiuft 
regret  that  this  pattern  of  great- 
nefs was  cut  off  at  an  early  period, 
ill  the  height  of  honour,  and  in  the 
admiration  of  his  country.  He 
•was  iliot  in  the  thigh  in  an  engage- 
'inent  with  die  Spaniards  before 
Zutphen,  on  the  22d  of  September, 
1586. 

His  body  was  brought  to  Eng- 
land, and  interred  with  great  mag^ 
nificencc  in  St.  Paul's  cathedrdl.

This  I  apprehend  to  be  the  real 
meaning  of  the  paflage.  We  can- 
not imagine  tliat  the  Poet  of  Na- 
ture, who  is  allowed  to  be  very  ac- 
curate in  his  Eclogues,  would,  af- 
ter painting  the  caft  of  the  apple, 
and  the  flight  of  the  girl,"  revert  at 
the  clofe  of  his  defcription,  and  tell 
OS,  in  a  kind  of  poflfcript,  that  the 
girl  had,  before  fhe  commenced 
her  flight,  an  ardent  deflre  to  be 
defcried  by  Damaetas. 

I  can  honeftly  aflirm  tliat,  at  the 
time  I  hit  upon  this  meaning,  I 
neither  intended  to  improve  my- 
lelt  nor  to  inform  others,  in  any 
part  of  polite  literature.  The  fludy 
of  a  Clallic  in  the  original  is  now 
accounted  by  fome  a  moll  prepolle- 
rous  employ.  The  firft  reformers 
in  letters  and  politicks  have  aflcr- 
ted,  that  the  fpirit  of  tlie  antients 
IS  faitlifiilly  preferved  in  tranfla- 
tion.  To  pefter  ourfelves,  tliere- 
fore,  with  acquiring  or  cultivating 
languages  which  will  never  be  ufeful, 
never  ornamental,  is,  in  my  humble 
opinion,  a  moft  prodi^^al  wafte  of  our 
time,  and  will  certainly  liibje^St  us 
to  the  hearticfl:  contempt  arvd  ke^n- 
efl  dcriflon  of  the  wifcr  part  of 
mankind.

fcale  or  in  chah  mail,  whether  the 
ghoft  of  the  Royal  Dane,  in  arms, 
could    be   fuppofed  to  ftalk  away 
from  the  platform  in  vambrace  and 
gorget  of  ^.a/^-armour  :  but,  fure- 
ly,  the  apparition  itfelf  fufficiently 
aftoundcd  Denmark ;    no  need  to 
exhibit    the    late    living    warrior 
froM'ning  under  fuch  a  formidable 
fuit  of  buckram  as  no  warrior  then 
living  had  leen  before.    The  armed 
ghoft  of  a  king,  I  ween,  if  he  id 
to  be  recognized,  ftiould  be  ''  fem- 
blably  fumilhed  like  the  king  him- 
fclf.**     We  repair  to  the  theatre  for 
rational  information  as  well  as  va- 
cant  pleafure  >  and  it  ought  not  to 
be  the  managers'  fault  if  we  re- 
turn confirmed  in  ignorance.    The 
fpeftators   in    general,    but    more 
especially  thofe  who  are  them fdves 
unable  to  judge  of  the  propriety  of 
all  parts  of  the  fpetlacle,  are  fuppo- 
fed to  rely  on  the  tafte  «nd  judge- 
ment of  another,  who,  by  receiv- 
ing their  money,  fcenis   tacitly  to 
uWertajke  the  otfice  of  piealing  iu- 
ftru^or  J  therefore,  if  he  wilfully 
mifreprefeuts   and  confounds  the 
»  antient    culloms,     manners,     and 
drels,  of  our  forefatliers,  I  appre- 
hend  he   negleds ''  his   duty,    aiwi 
breaks   his    engagement  j   for,    he 
certainly  leads  into  error,  and  de- 
ceives them.     I    am    futficientjy 
aware  of  the  impolIibiHty  of  attend- 
ing to  all  minuti/e,  and   that  very 
great  allowance  muft  neceffarily  be 
made.     Perhaps,  indeed,  it  would 
be  no  eafy  matter  to  draw  the  line 
exa^ly  ;    but  every  well-informed 
perfon  will  readily  allow  that,  by 
confuldng  the  beft  ^vorks  of   our 
own  and  foreign  Antiquaries,  &c. 
which  the  manager  of  a  London  * 
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tlieadre  ought  to  have  at  his  Angers* 
ends,  numberlefs  palpable  viola- 
tions oi  the  coftume  might  ho.  avoid- 
ed ;  and  of  courfe,  in  this  inHance 
at  ieaft,  the  credit  of  our  Itage 
would  be  reicued  from  much  dif- 
grace.

*'  in  ontient  times  ^ar^/i  were  worn 
mnvuerfally^*  will  be  daggered,  pro- 
bably, when  he  recollects  that  the 
N^ormans  in  general,  at  and  after 
the  ConqueH,  anally  ihaved  their 
beards. 

GunptmAer  was  knouni  in  feudal

amongH  the  French  or  Irijb  miners ^ 
perhaps  he  may  fometimes  conde- 
Icend  to  con  oer  th.eir  ufeful  leflbns, 
and  be  able  to  handle  their  tools  5  or, 
for  aught  we  know,  may  keep  iii 
his  pay,  for  the  purpofe  of  burrow- 
ing under  his  lake,  Ibme  of  thofe 
fub -aqueous    engineers    that     are 
about  to  undermine  the   Thames 
itfelf,  from. Kent  to  the  Elfex  fliore. 
The   Antiquary   informs    us,  tliat 
**^  tlie  idea  of  feudal  times  naturally 
conveyed  his  imagination  to  a  very 
remote  period  of  ow  hiftory,  either 
ffTtrviOus  to,  or  about,  the  time  of  the 
Conquefl :"  but,  Mr.  Urban,  even 
though  feudal  law  might  not  be  to- 
tAlly  unknown  amongH  the  Anglo- 
Saxons,  before  the  Conqutll,  yet  I 
apprehend  feudiil  inltitutions  ahd 
times  ftri6Uy  feudal  are  generally 
underftood  to  have  commenced  im^ 
mediately  ii/-^the   Conqueft,  when 
the  milder,    but    more  unfettled, 
Saxon  laws  were  overwhelmed  by 
tlie  feudal  fyftcm  of  the  Normans^, 
in  all  its  rigour.

alfo  welcomed  by  the  religion,  the 
learning,  the  prejudice,  and  the 
manners,  of  feudal  times  j  and, 
though  it  is  eindem  that  every 
thing  fubjed  to  the  power  of  man 
is  confequently  fubjedt  to  abuib, 
yet  I  verily  befieve  their  owa  form 
of  government,  as  fwaycd  hy  foine 
of  the  Plantagenets,  was  -better 
adapted  to  the  lituation,  habits, 
and  opinions  of  our  rou^  forefa- 
thers, during  feveral  centuries  after 
the  Conqueft,  than  the  moil  fpe-' 
ci(jus  new-fangled  fyftem  which  the 
wifeft  of  modem  illuminated  \i\v^^ 
iophifis  could  devife.  And,  far- 
ther, I  am  inclined  to  believe  that 
this  our  favoured  ille  wa&  bleiTed 
with  its  prefent  happy  conftitutioa 
quite  as  foon  as  the  reillefs  inhabi* 
tants  were  prepared  tp  enjoy,  and  I 
fear  fidl  ^s  foon  as  they  have  been; 
found  to  deferve  it. 

Again,  your  correfpondent  will 
allow  that  the  Barons*  v^rars  in  the' 
reigns  of  King  John  andHenry  III. 
apd  the  dreadful  feuds  of  the  two 
Rofcs  (though  not   **  about,"  but 
long    after    the    Conqueil)     W3ere 
deeply  tinged   with  feudal  blood ; 
yet,  I  am  doubtful  if  the  faicina^^: 
ting  wildneis  of  romantic  cliivahy 
can   be  traced  much  lower  dcnm  > 
the  pi^e  of  Englifh  hiftory.     To'

da}'s.     Some  years  ago,  a  gentle-* 
man  in  the  county  of  Wexford,  to 
fatisfy  his  curJofitv,  put  a  number 
of  them   upon  fiis  eftate  in  that 
count)' ',  but,  as  XhKy  never  propa- 
gated their  fpecies,  tliey  wer'e  ex* 
tnift  in  a  Ihort  time.     It  is  faid 
that  Weflminfter-hall    is   built  df

Joceline  *  of  Funics,  who  wrote 
the  life  of  St.  Patrick  in  the  time 
of  Henry  II.  fays,  that  St.-  Patrick 
di'ove  the  venomous  reptiles  out  of 
Ireland.  This  work  he  wrote  at 
the  requeft  of  John  de  Courcy, 
Earl  of  Ulfteri  but  GeraldusCam- 
brenfis,  in  his  Topography,  juftly 
treats  this  ftory  ?s  a  fable;  and 
even  Colgan  gives  it  up.  Keating 
faj-s,  that,  as  to  St.  Patrick's  ex- 
pelling venomous  reptiles  from  Ire- 
land, the  expreflion  ought  to  be 
underftood  in  a  tigurative  fenfe,  of 
his  expelling  the  devil,  an  old  fer- 
pent,  by  his  preaching  the  Gofpel 
of  Chrill. 

Thus  far  I  have  thought  it  necef- 
fary  to  vindicate  the  reputation  of  a 
country  which  enjoys  fo  noble  an 
exemption.

THE  Fairy-rings,  dcfcribed  m 
vol.  LXII.  p.  5;i4,  with  a 
plate,  have  extended  their  frmidi- 
ameters,  during  the  laft  iive  years, 
at  the  rate  of  about  i  toot  a  inches  an- 

.  nually.  They  have  demonftrated, 
that  the  foil,  which  muihrooms 
Jiavc  fully  ocaipied,  is  rendered 
unfit  for  the  production  of  a  fe- 
cond  crop  within  areafonablo  time. 
The  Rings  in  queftion  mt  t  each 
other  in  the  Autumn  of  1792.  They 

*  continue  to  grow,  but  are  incapa- 
ble of  interfedtion,  owing  to  the 
change  which  the  funguft^s  have 
produced  in  the  mould,  and  confe- 
queutiy  the  Rings  meet  every  year 
at  a  iVelh  point,  more  and  more 
removed  from  the  line  of  their 
common  diameter. 

Their  Ihape,  at  this  time,isfome- 
what   like  the  Iketch  here  drawn

liderable  time  to  come,  preferve 
that  refemblance,  though  the  indent 
will  be  lefs  and  lefs  every  year. 

Five  years  ago  they  reprefented 
two  cullinft  femicircles,  thus 
C^   r\  3    and,    probably,    al^out 

ten  or  twelve  years  more  early, 
they  originated  in  two  cluflers, 
whereof  one  was  at  the  centre  of 
each  of  the  Rings. 

It  is^ell  known  that  decaying 
wood  produces  fungufes  of  various 
Jcinds,  many  of  which  I  have  feen. 
When  a  tree  in  a  grafs-clofe,  or  in 
the  edge  of  it,  is  cut  down,  the 
ftump  left  in  the  ground  generally 
periihe^,  and  then  certainly  pro- 
duces them  in  a  clufter  upon  the 
fappy  edge  of  the  decaying  wood  5 
thefe  extend  themfelves  into  the 
form  of  a  ring,  which  annually  in- 
creafes  in  lize. 

It  feems  to  be  highly  probably 
that  Fairy-rings  may  be  multiplied 
at  pleafure,  by  the,  ^afy  operation 
pf  placing  about  a  pint  of  proper 
fpawn  in  the  foil  of  grafs  land, 
and  in  fuch  fituatlons  as  the  party 
may  be  defirous  of  propagating 
them.  Every  fuch  place  will  pro- 
duce, the  following  fummer,  a 
clufter  of  a  deep  green  and  full  of 
fungus }  the  fecond  year,  it  will 
become  a  finall  ring,  which  vnVL 
increafe  annually ;  and,  at  the  end 
of  fevcn  years,  it  will  probably  ex- 
ceed 20  feet  in  diameter. 

Fungufes  encrcale  the  fertility 
of  land,  producing  a  vigorous  vege- 
tation in  tlie  fprmg,  which  rifes 
early  to  maturity.  When  the  reft 
of  a  clofe  is  ready  for  the  .fey the, 
the  grafs  growing  on  the  inner 
border-  cd  ^efe  rings  has  become 
too  bulky  5  it  has  been  lodged  du- 
ring ffveral  weeks,  and  in  confe- 
quence  of  greatnels  of  quantity,  and 
being  fo  long  lodged,  has  acquired 
a  bad  fmell.  But,  if  a  whole  clote 
were  drefled  with  them,  the  herbage 
{hould  be  mown  before  it  lodged} 
in  which  cafe  it  might  be  made 
into  a  palatabb  hay.  A  fecond, 
and  perhaps  a  third,   crop  might

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thus  be  obtained  J    the  whole  of    Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons.  . 
fuch  a  quality  as  to  be  particiil^ly        liavihg  now  acccfs  to  the  £ait 


fuitable  to  neat  cattle.  Cows  are 
fond  of  the  after-grafs  of  thefe 
rings  :  I  have  obferved  my  own  to 
feed  them  in  preference  to  the  ad- 
joining grafs.

STAtf  Antient  Palace  o////tf  Kings 
OF  England  at  Westminster^ 
continued,

OUR  approadi  to  them  are 
from  the  South-eaft  angle 
of  New  Palace-yiird,  through  a 
much  fmaller  court-yard,  which 
yard  is  made  out  from  part  of  the 
£aft  lide  of  the  great  Hall,  part 
of  the  South  fide  of  the  Ex- 
chequer offices,  part  of  the  range 
of  buHdings  fronting  tlie  Thames, 
and  part  of  the  North  exterior  of 
the  cloillers.  On  the  great  hall 
fide  (which  appears  much  in  its 
original  Itate)  are  (tables,  coach- 
JiOufes,  &c.  On  tlie  Exchequer 
fide,  the  anticnt  windows  are  citfter 
fiRcd  up  or  moderniied.  On  the 
range  of  buildings  fide  are  two  an- 
tient  doorways  and  two  or  tliree 


exterior  of  the  cloifters  next  thd 
I'hames,  we  find  but  a  finall  por- 
tion of  the  antient  front,  which  is 
adjoining  the  North*eaft  angle  of 
St.  Stephen's  chapel  j  for  the 
whold  I'ange  of  buildings,  quite 
to  thofe  which  give  the  Eafl  fide 
of  New  Palace-yard,  are  either 
deftroyed,  or  have  had  their  walls 
new  faced  with  brick  work,  fo  as 
to  give  them  the  appearance  of 
hioderri  buildings.  The  South 
exterior  of  the  cloifter  is  a  plain 
wall  nearly  touching  the  btittrcfies 
of  the  chapel.  The  Weficm  ex- 
terior is  indeed  part  of  the  Eaf- 
tern  wall  of  the  great  hall. 

St.  Stephen  i  Chapel,  the  Weft 
front,  the  principal  part  of  which 
is  liid  by  modern  buildings.  One 
of  them,  however,  ihews  fomc 
M  indows  of  Henry  VIII's  time,  ri- 
finff  nearly  to  the  top  of  the  chapel, 
and  ferving  in  fome  degree  as  a 
fc'recn  to  what  is  left  of  this  moft  et*- 
Quifite  work.  Within  this  fcreen  and 
the  front  is  a  modern  ftaircafe  to 
tlie  ipterior  of  the  chapel.  The 
chapel,  we  find,  confirfs  of  two 
Hones,  the  balemcnt  llory  fernng 
windows  -,  but  they  have  been  as  an  undercroft,  or  common  cha- 
pel ^  and  the  fccond  Itor}'  giving  the 
grand  chapel.  The  front  of  the 
bafcraent   part  is    deftroyed,    and 


flopped  up.  Here  Jiave  been  infert- 
ed  fcvcrai  modern  doors  and  win- 
dows 5  and,  on  the  cloifter  fide, 
the  whole  line  is  hid  by  a  modern 
front  for  common  apartnient*^  5 
and,  at  that  part  runnuig  towards 
the  hall,  is  a  large  fquarc  tower, 
which  abuts  diredly  againft  it. 
The  various  windows  and  parapet 
of  this  tower  have  been  moder'* 
tiized. 

Here  let  me  remark,  that  the 
cloifters  and  buildings  couneded 
with  them  are  parcelled  out  into 
the  various   convenient  chambers 

and  offices  neceflafy  to  accommo-  ^  

date  a  perijbn  of  diftindion.  The  fign,  true  prc^ortionn,  and  elegant 
late  Duke  of  Ne\*^caftle  occupied  enrichments,  could  produce  to  the 
them,  when  I  particularly  furveyed  admiring  eye  of  uiveftigating  roan ! 
ibme  part  of  thefe  remains,  in  fit  this  erfulion  but  the  prdude  to 
1 791  J  and  •  at  prcfent  they  are  the  enchanting  difplays  of  art 
{aijabited  by    the  truly  excellent    which  await  us  when  wcftiall  enter

two  modem  femicircular  arches 
and  their  .  piers  fill  up  its  place, 
ferving  as  a  communication  to  the 
undercroft,  &c.  and  as  a  fupport 
to  the  front  of  the  focond  ftory, 
which  prefcnts  a  porch,  conftitu- 
ting  that  valuable  remain  jnft  men- 
tioued.  When  we  fay  that  Ed* 
ward  III.  was  the  founder  of  this 
chapel,  oxu:  wonder  will  ftill  ferv« 
to  imprefs  our  judgements  with  tbie 
ftronger  convidion,  that  his  archi- 
tedurtd  day  was  all  that  chafte  de- 
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fliofe  waHs,   raifed  with  an  idea    notice  one  of  the  buftrefles  which 


worthy  of  a  king,  that  they  ftoulcl 
contam  all  the  excellence  of  the 
moft  celebrated  profcffional  men  in 
the  kingdom,  and  bring  to  one 
point  every  perfection  tliat  human 
genius  had  planted  within  its  fea-r 
girt  mound. 

Again,  my  friends,  trace  the 
lines  of  this  captivating  deiign  j  and 
let  me  con  few,  that  it  has  ever 
teen  my  talk  of  delight  to  come,  at 
certain  periods,  to  take  a  Ioo*k  at 
its  matcnkfs  beauties^  as  charming 
now  as  when  at  iirfl  they  caught 
my  youthful  mind.  Con&ancj^  is 
held  a  virtue  of  the  highell  pnce  ; 
it  may  be  fo  to  fomc ;  yet  there  are 
others,  who,  although  in  full  pof- 
feiiion  of  fuch  a  feeming  good,  iall 
a  prey  to  every  mifery  that  enveno- 
med enemies  can  inflid.  Defpight 
of  fiich  terrific  intrufiond  on  fuf- 
ceptible  hearts,  dill  let  us  admire, 
and  ftill  praife,  this  intrinfic  per- 
formance before  us.  The  termi- 
nation of  the  upper  part  of  this 
/ront  has  been  entirely  changed  in- 
to coal -holes,  clofets,  bed-rooms.  Sec. 
and  the  od^ngular  buttrefles  at 
the  angles  fhew  a  flrange  £nifh 
after  a  modem  idea. 

The  South  fide.  The  bafement 
fhary  contains  one  of  the  original 
windows  perfe<Et.  majeftically  grand! 
All  the  others  are  obliterated  or  hid 
by  furrounding  habitations.  The  fe- 
coiid  fiory  meets  our  fight  with  in- 
creafcd  dignity  j  but  we  are  mife- 
rablj^  tortured  at  the  fame  time  at 
U^itnefting  the  fine  butt^refTes,  the 
lofty  windows,  and  the  finlfh  of  the 
.walls,  cruelly  mangled  with  the 
work  of  modern  times.  The  but- 
treifcs  h^ve  been  pared  down  to  a 
poor  remnant  of  their  former  great- 
uefs  >  the  windows  unfeelingly  fill- 
^-in  with  brick  work,  wherein 
are  placed  oval  and  femicircular- 
lieaded  windows,  and  the  walls 
pitifully  finifhed  with  a  common 
parapet. 

We  lovfc.  to  point  out  the  exer- 
tions of  unwearied  labour  and  ar- 
duous imitation;   as  fuch,  let  us 


has  in  part  been  rebuilt  (thtf 
whole  bunnefs  of  the  lafl  fUmmer). 
In  thefe  buttrelfes  are  the  vfeltlg« 
of  niches  j  in  the  reftored,  or  new^ 
worked  one,  there  is  really  a  ifloft 
admirable  proof  of  the  pains  tak-^ 
ing  of  the  workmen,  and  the  crconoi 
my  of  tnofe  who  may  have  had 
its  fuperinfendance :  we  find  the 
fweeps  of  the  head  of  the  nich 
have  been  copied  it  Is  true,  but 
the  mouldings  and  lines  dropping 
down  to  the  bafe  intirely  fet  aiide, 
and  a  fquare  line  jnft  below  th* 
fpringing  of  the  head  cut  acrofs  the 
fronts  as  much  as  to  fay,  here  i^ 
enough  of  this  barbarous  ll)'le  of 
archite45li.rc,  let  us  liave  no  mord 
of  it! 

I  fjiould  not  have  been  thus  par- 
ticular on  what  indeed  in  iptfeif  i^ 
but  a  trifle,  did  we  not  hear  it  ru- 
moured, that,  in  the  general  deficit 
for  a  new  Houfe  of  Parliament 
(among  the  feveral  plans  now  un- 
der confideration),  if  thefe  old 
buildings  fhould  be  preferved,  theif 
mutilated  parts  are  to  be  reftored. 

The  Eafl  front.  Every  change 
that  modern  fancy  could  devife 
has  been  wrought  on  tliis  front. 
On  the  bafement  ftory,  three  ino- 
dem  pointed  whidows  have  been 
introduced  Ih  lieu  of  the  original 
ones  5  in  the  principal  ftoi^-,  we 
can  make  out  the  general  form  of 
Khh  great  window  which  has  beeii 
flopped  up,  and  at  its  bafe  lit\e  a 
kind  of  hutch  or  cabbin  gallery 
has  been  ftuck  out  with  pidgeon- 
hole  \vindows,  5:c.  and  above,  in 
tlie  filling-up  brick-work,  arc  four 
femicircular-headed  windows.  The 
buttrelTes  on  each  fide  are  in  tiieir 
original  drefs,  but  finifli  at  their 
tops  witli  modern  domes  of  oft^n- 
gular  forms.  To  the  right  of  thefe 
buttrefles  is  forae  twenty. of  thirty 
feel  of  jhe  old  wall  of  the  building 
in  continuation  j  but,  by  the  infer- 
bon  of  fome  modern  windows,  tlie 
antiquity  of  this  Imall  portion  u 
done  away.

Mahomet  was  very  partial  to 
theoi.     It  is  related  that,  being  called 
up  on  feme  important  and  urgent  buB- 
liefs,  he  preferred  culling  off  the  flecve 
uf  his  robe  to  waking  the  cat  that  lay 
gpon  it  faft  aileep.    Nothing  more  was 
neceifary  to  bring  ihcfe  animals   into 
high  requeft,  if  in  other  refpcfts  their 
extreme  cleantinefs,  the  luftre  and  po- 
lilh  of  their  Ikin,  their  mild  and  quiet 
difpofiiion,  their  gentle  and  cautious  ca^ 
rdles,   did  noi  render  ihem  amiable 
creatures  in  the  eyes  of  the  Muffulmen. 
}      A  cat  may  even  enter  a  mofque ;  ic  it 
careflTed  there 'as  the  favourite  animal 
of  the  Prophet  j    while  the  dog  that 
Ihould  dare  to  appear  in  the  temples 
would  pollute  them  with  his  prefence, 
and   would   be   punilhed    with  indant 
death.     But,  compelled  to  avoid  man, 
to  whom  he  would  wilh  to  devote  his 
domeftic  qualities,  and  the  perfection 
of  his  in(lin€l,  no  dog  is  tempted  to  go 
into  places  where  the  MuiTulmcD  are 
gathered  together;   they  would  there 
find   neither  friend   to  accompany,  or 
nafter  to  follow.     In   antienc   Sgypt 
cat^  were  held  in  great  veneration,  but 
dogs  in  dill  more.    In  any  houfe  where 
a  cat  died  a  natural  death  (for  no  perfon 
killing  a  cat,  even  involuntarily,  could 
eicapc  a  capital  punifhment),  the  inha- 
bitants ihaved  their  eyelids  only,  but 
Upon  the  death  of  a  dog  they  ihaved 
their  head  and  their  whole  body.    Cats 
that  happened  to  die  were  buried   at 
Bubaftis,  a  confiderable  city  in  Lower 
Egypt,  now  called  Bafta.     Thefe  h6- 
nours  and  prerogatives  were  tiot  merely 
a  matccr  of  fancy  i  they  had  a  great  po- 
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litical  end,  the  intered  and  fubfiftence 
of  a  whole   people.

cat  appeared  preferable  ro  the  docility, 
the  exquifite  indin£t,  and  the  difcern* 
ing  Bdelity  of  the  'dog.     A  fingle  trait 
of  this  kind  often  matks  the  chara£iec 
of  a  nation  better  than  a  ihoufand  ob* 
fervHtions  on  their  manners  and  cuf* 
toms,  which  foon  become  mere  rou- 
tine, are   in  time  c<)nfidercd  as  indif^ 
ferent,  and  at  length  are  (o  habitual, 
that  mcn-perfevere  in  them  rather  thaa 
Take  the  trouble  of  making  any  change. 
From  this  cannot  an  opinion  be  ealily 
formed  of  a  people  that  deleft  the  dog 
and  love  the   cat,   becaufe  the  lattec 
carefully  hides  her  excrement,  and  does 
not  devour  filth,  upon  which  the  na- 
ture of  the  dog  fomc times  incites  hioi 
to  feed?

Having  fome  rela- 
tions at  Berlin,  he  went  thither  from  Ham- 
burgh, and,  applying  himfelf  with  great 
diligeoce  to  the  Andy  of  the  learned  lan- 
guages, and  the  different  branches  of  medi- 
cal fctence,  l>e  was  at  length  admitted  to< 
the  degi  ec  of  M.  D.  at  Frankfort  on  the 
Oder }  after  which  he  fixed  at  Berlin,  and 
began  to  f(>iin  a  cabinet  of  natural  hiftory, 
applying  hintielf  particularly  to  that  branch 
of  it  which  relates  to  filhes.

One  perfon  loft  his  life  in  perform- 
ing an  z&  of  humanity  ^  a  ferjeant  of  tlio 
ad  regiment  of  Foot  Guards,  of  the  nanrie 
€f  Poole,  who  was  aOilling  the  landlord  of 
the  Hole-in-the-Wall,  in  the  removal  of 

'his  furniture  over  the  tops  of  the  houfes,  the 
fmoke  impeding  his.fight,  he  unfortunately 
llept  on  a  iky-light  upon  the  roof  of  Mr. 
Falwafler's  houfe,  a  chemift  in  the  Hay- 
m^i'ket ;  what  with  bis  own  iveight  and 
the  load  he  carried,  he  was  precipitated 
through  upon  a  fiight  of  Hairs,  (he  fall  and 
the  concuilion  broke  two  of  his  ribs  and  his 
neck ;  he  was  immediately  bled,  but  life 
Was  gene.    A  Coroner's  jury  was  fum- 

-  moned  on  the  body  on  Saturday,  wheoihey 
brought  in  a  verdi^  of  Accidental  Death. 
On  the  a  5th,  liis  remains  were  interred 
in  St.  John's  Buiying-grounJ,  Weftrainftcr.

He  was 
born  Aug.  5,  1719,  at  Kelland,  near  Bud- 
min,  in  Cornwall,  of  an  antient  and  re. 
fpe^able  family,  and  educated  at  Eton  on 
the  foundation;  was  admitted  fchohr  of 
King's  college^  on  the  marriage  of  the 
late  provoft.  Dr.  Sumner,  father  of  tlie 
prefent  provoft,  in  1737;  B.  A.  1741; 
M.A.  1745;  M. D.  1758)  and  fellow  of 
the  College  of  Phyficbns  1763.  He  firft 
pradlifed  phyfick  at  Richmond,  and  after- 
wards at  Cambridge,  where  he  continued 
till  his  death,  Feb.  8,  1800.  Dr.  Glynn 
changed  his  name  to  Clobery  in  purfuance 
of  the  Will  of  a  relation,  who  bequeathed 
to  him  fome  property  $  but  he  was  ufually 
addreffed  and  known  by  his  paternal  name.

Such  a  piufuit,  hotv- 
ever,  was  altogether  inadcqti.ue  Co  the  full 
occupation  of  his  a^ive  mind.  Tliough 
cxpofcd  to  the  influence  of  a  climate  higlidy 
enervating  to  Europeans,  he  ftiU  pofTeireJ 
an  ardent  defire  for  ftudy,  and  fouul  time 
to  gratify  it  in  the  midil  of  the  moft  va- 
rious and  important  concerns  of  hufinefs. 
T^e  knowledge  which  he  hence  derived 
was  not,  as  is  frequently  the  cafe  witti 
thofe  who  read  much  after  they  are  men, 
without  having  enjoyed  a  learned  educattua 
while  young,  either  defuUory  or  confnfed. 
£vei7  thing,  on  the  contrary,  which  he  > 
thus  gained,  immediitely  alTumed  its  pro- 
per place  in  his  mind,  cimoe^ini;  itfdC 
with  whatever  already  exiitcd  there  «>f  « 
like  nature;  and,  when  it  was  to  be  ufed, 
it  came  forth  accompanied  by  many  other 
fimilar  faAs  and  realontngs,  and  combined  ' 
with  ihefe  into  a  whole  by  his  own  powers 
of  thought.  Much  of  his  knowledge  in- 
deed was  not  to  be  found  in  hooks,  tbtfugk. 
a  molt  vituahle  one  might  have  been  for- 
med from  it.  For,  having  negle^ed  im» 
opportunity  whidi  had  occurred  to  him,  ^ 
during  a  Hay  of  19  years  in  India,  of  be- 
coming acquainted  with  its  geography,  po- 
litic k5,  prududs,  commerce^  and  minu- 
fadkures,  (te  was  in  poffetHon  of  mure  in- 
formation upon  thofe  points,  taken  toge- 
ther, than  perhaps  any  other  perfon  of  his 
time.  Such  attainments  naturally  rendered 
him  both  ufeful  and  .-tgreeible  in  general 
fuciety ;  while  his  U{frightnefi4  modofty, 
independence  of  fpirit,  and  minly  can-* 
dour,  conHiCuted  him  an  obje^  of  atfec- 
tion  and  clleem  to  cliofe  who  koew  Itim 
•iotimiCely.  His  heakli  having  b»en  much 
injured  by  the  climate  of  ludu,  h's  return- 
ed to  this  country  in  July,  1793,  in  the  . 
hope  of  re-elt<tb!i(hing  ic.  But  t  ^e  change 
was  not  followed  hy  the  wiftied-foi'  efifedit; 
and  his  fufftiringf,  which  he  hore  with 
gieat  fortitude,  contiiiut^d  almoft  without 
rcipite  to  the  day  of  his  death.  A  large 
circle  of  frieods  lament  his  luf«,  not  only 
on  account  of  the  blow  whicn  has  beea

Yet,  (hough  not  fo  tXf» 
cellenc  a  work  as  mav  be  wilhed  for,  and^ 
might  have  been  expcAcd,  it  is  ceruinljf 
the  beft  ei!ition  of  Pope  tve  have.    Thf 
Do^r  was  twice  married  f  and  hf  hit 
fir(\  Wife  had  one  Ton,  who  difappointM  hie 
ho|>es,  and  was  found  dead  in  hts  father'r 
library  at  Winche'Ur  fchool ;  and  feveral 
daughters.   Harriet, the^oongeft, was  mar^ 
ried,^  at  VViekham,  to  Robert  Newton  Leey 
efq.  of  Bathi  1 793.     The  Do^or*s  vivacity 
of  charaAer»  penetraiiiig  )a>lgement,  infor- 
ming converfation,  and  fund  of  anecdote^ 
%viU  tranfmiC  him  to  the  latcfk  pofteritf 
with  the  regret  of  all  his  contemporaries. 
To  this  ftaiemeot  a  Corref^ondent  addtr 
*^  Dr.  Warton  was,  during  a  long  Cotirle 
of  yeAi5«  foccei&vely  under  and  upper  maf- 
tcr  of  Winoiiefbr  college  \  and,  though  he 
mixed  'with  the  world  as  much  as  his  vo- 
cations would-  allow,  a  Very  iniall  fpace 
will  contain  ill  that  is  known  of  his  ufefiil 
life  nad  eliimahle  chai-aAer.    His  xeputai- 
tion  as  a  fchobr  added  to  tlie  celebrity  of 
Winchciter  fchool  f  though  I  hare  heard 
it  faid  that  his  inJni^oce  to  his  fcholars, 
particblarly  thofs  who  were  diftinguiihed 
for  genius,  ibmetimes  fruftrated  -his  admi- 
rable rarxle  of  claHical  inftruAioii.    Even 
to  the  clofe  of   bis  life,    his  former  fa- 
vourite fcholirs  were  the  frequent  fubjcdt 
of  his  animated  difcourfe;  and  the  prefene 
Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  C'*mmoiis,  whp 
was  one  of  thora^  was  a  theme,  oor  conid 
he  find  a  better,  which  appeared  to  reviye 
all  the  fplrit  and  energy  of   his  fiMmer 
years.    His  publications  are  but  few:    a 
fmall  CoileAion  of   Poems,   without    a 
name,  was  the  fird  of  them,  and  coviuin- 
ed  the  OJe  to  Fancy,  which  has  been  (o 
much  and  fo  defervedly  admired.     They 
were  all  of  tliem  afterwards   printed  iii 
Dod (ley's  ColleAion.    He  was  aUo  a  con- 
fiderable  contributor  to  ''The  Adventu- 
rer,"   pubtiihed    hy   Or.   Hawkefwnrth ; 
and,  I  believe,  all  the  papers  which  con- 
tain cnticifmt  on  Shakfpeare  were  writ- 
ten by  him  and  his  brother.  Dr.  Thomas 
Warton,  a  name  dear  to  the  hteratore  of 
oar  country.     The  firit   volume  of  hia 
<'£ffay  on  the  Life  and  Writings  of  Pope" 
was  poblifhed,  and  had  pafled  through  fe« 
veral  editions,  in  an  interval  of  near  30  years, 
befiire  he  gave  a  fecond  volume  of  that 
e!egant  and  inftrudlive  work  to  the  world. 
He  had  not  only  meditated,  but  hid  col- 
IcAcd  materials  fur  a  Literary  HiAory«f

Mr.  Addifon  was  born  May  i, 
1672. 

He  married  the  Countefs  Dqv^- 
ager  of  Warwick,  *'  whom,"  wc 
are  told  by  Dr  Johnfon,.  "  he  had 
folicited  by  a  long  ainJ  anxious 
courtibip*  Aug.  a,  17 16."  He 
was  at  that  time  aged  44. years  and 
3  months. 

He,  is  faid  to  have  firft  known 
this  lady  by  becon^ng  tutor  to  her 
fon. 

The  name  .  of  the.  Countcfs  of 
Warwick  is. not  mentioned  by  the 
jje«erality  of  Addilbn's  biographers. 

In  your  Obituary,  vol.  LXVII. 
p.  256,  ihe  is  called  Sarah,  daugh- 
ter, of  .  Thomas  Dafhwood,  efq. 
Alderman  of  London.  But  in 
.Wright's  edition  of  Heylyn's  Help 
to  Englifh  Hiftory  }n^  have  tlie  fol- 
lowing article : 

**  Edward  Rich  fuccrcJc«1  hit  father 
Rtibert  Rich  in  both  the  earldoms  of  W^r- 
ynxcW  m^  Unlland,  in  April,  1675;  ami 
difd,  July  31^  1701.  He  roamed  Ch:tr- 
lotte,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Miduleion, 
of  Chirk-cattle,  in  Denbigldhire,  hart." 

The  ead  left  one  fon,  Edward- 
Henry  JR.ich,  who  died,  unmarried, 
\u  1711  J  Jn  a  fhort  time,  as  Dr. 
Johnfoa  obfcnres,  after  Mr.  Ad- 
difon. 

Suppofing  the  countcfs  to  hav« 
been  only  «o  at  the  death  of  her 
Arft  hiliband,  ihe  mull  have  been 
36  when  (he  was  married  to  Mr. 
Addifon;  and  her  fon  about  16, 
or  probably  fomething  more.  He 
is  faid  to  have  been  a  young  man 
ef  a  very  irregular  life. 


Mr.  Addifon  died  June  .17, 1719* 
aged  47  years  and  47  days,  at.  HcS- 
land  houfe,  leaving  no  child  but  a 
daughter,  bom  in  17 18,  who  died 
at'Bikon,  near  Rugby,  in  War- 
wickfhire,  in  1797. 

As  thefe  different  ftatements,  re- 
lative to  the  name  of  the  Countefs, 
leave  the  matter  in  a  flate  of  un- 
certainty, if  any  of  your  corrc- 
fpondenti  can  re^piove  the  uncer- 
tainty, and  give  us  authentic  iu- 
formation  *,  it  will  be  eflecmed'  a 
favour  by  '  Eusebius.

ftormy  clouds,  fometimcs  deluged 
with  rain  when  the  furrounding 
country  is  dry,  is  leen  to  great  ad- 
vantage, framed  as  it  were  by  na- 
ture, from  this  noble  trunk.  Near 
it  is  a  garden-room,  witli  a  curious 
dbor  of  ivy  branches,  and  within  a 
col»e6Uon  of  minerals,  foffils,  &c. 

The  whole  oi  the  view,  inclu- 
ding the  water,  fhould  be  feen  to 
comprehend  the  variety  and  beauty 
of  the  place.  In  the  front  of  the 
houfe  ftand  two  remarkably  hand- 
fome  cottages^  and  through  tlie 
valley  the  river  is  feen  to  glide  till 
it^  is  terminated  to  the  view  by  a 
Ipacious  bridge  in  the  Uxbridge 
jroad,  converted  by  Mr.  Glaile  to  a 
ftone  colour,  which,  with  the  tufted 
treeJs'in  Ofterley  park,  the  woods  of 
jRichmond  and  Peterfham,  atid  the 
diftant  Surrey  hiDs,  clofe  the  pro- 
fpea. 

Plate  11.  reprefents  part  of  an 
dm-tree  ilanding  to  the  Southern 
fideof  Hanwell  chureh-yard,  which 
,/  was  torn  by  lightning  during  the 
time  of  divine  fervice,  on  Whit- 
Ifunday,  May  12,  i799»    The  elec- 
^cal    cloud,    which    came   in    a 
-  JJorth-wcfterly  direction,  was  evi- 
dently only  a  few  yards  above  the 
furface  of  the  ground;  as  the  part 
df  the  tree  which  met  the  ilorm  in 
its  courfe  is  not  by  fevbral  feet  fo 
higlvas  the  adjoinmg  cnpola  of  the 
church.     The   bflll  of  ire,    after 
making  a  deeply-indented  furrow 
in  the  tree,  and  fcattering  the  bark 
in  various  direAions,  fcooped  out 
a  confiderable  portion^of  the  foot- 
path  in  a  circular  cavity,  ftill  vi- 
fible  at  the  foot  .of.  the  tree.     Mr. 
Glalfe  informed  me,   that  no  lefs 
•than  eight  treesj^in  the  neighbour- 
hood felt  the  ef!b6t  of  tlie  light- 
ning ;  one  of  them,  a  large  ana  fo- 
lid  oak  was  rifted,  apparently  by  a 
vertical  Ihock,  in  a  form  refenibling 
the  open  petals  of  a  t^lip.    A  frag- 
ment of  the  folid  timber,  weighing 
P  upwards  of  jo^.  was. torn  from  the 
centir-,  and  thrown  to  the  diftance

The  fecret 
undoubtedly  has  been  well  kept,  as 
the  mofl  fceptical  allow ;  apd  tlie 
few  friends  have  never  divulged  a 
word,  and  fo  have  proved  they  had 
a  right  to  the  charader  the  author 
gave  them,  and  defei*ve  his  good 
word,  though  they  have  not  plea- 
fed  the  inquifitive  by  tiieir.  filence* 
I  own,  I  have  no  conception  how 
fuch  a  fecret,  in  which  a  printer,  a 
printer's  devil,  d  bookleller,  an  au- 
thor, tlie  acknowledged  friends  of 
the  author,  and"  the  communica- 
tions which  the  printing  of  fuch  a 
book  mull  necefl'arily  occafion,  can 
poflibly  be  kept;  but  kept  it  has 
been.

peat it,  is  at  prefent  unknown  in 
the  true  fenfe  of  the  word.     I  told 
you  in  my  laft,  that  Mr.  Maiiiias 
knew  me  the  laft  two  years  he  re- 
lided  inTrinity  college,  Cambridge, 
but  that    I  would  not  leave   my 
name  with   you,    as   your  corrc-

The  coiiflagratioo  becfn^ 
io  great  as  to  excite  an  unlverfal  ahrna 
throughout  tbe  neighbourhood:  moft  of 
the  houfes  being  old,  were  as  inflammable 
as  touchwood,  and  the  inhabitants  knew 
not  wliether  to  ^)ring.out  their  goods  into 
the  ftreet,  at  the  riik  of  being  plundered 
or  let  them  remain..'  In  thi  intermediafa 
tiine,  water  vifii  oti^ined,  and  applied 
with  fuccefs ;  but  the  premifes  in  which 
the  fire  began  could  notbefaved,  norcouli 
others  be  preferved  firom  damage.  Tib* 
'  houfe,  which  had  been  but  a  few  years  ago 
built  at  a  great  expencej  was  large,  and 
poffefled  great  trade«  Tbe  lofs  to  Mr* 
B  lynham,  however,  is  fmall,  having  been 
jnfured.  The  principal  fiiffierers  were  two 
French  gentlemen,  who  lodged  in'tho 
firft  floor;  they  had  lately  arrived  front 
Hamburgh,  and  had  otdy  been  in  the  boofia 
a  fortnight.  At  the  time  of  this  unfbrtn* 
natc  afKiir,  .one  was  in  the  country  ;  tho 
'  other,  as  already  mentioned,  jumped  out 
of  the  window  to  preferve  his. life.  Thef 
had  depofired  all  their  papers  and  effe^ 
in  their  apartments,  no  part  of  which  wero 
eitl;er  fdved  or  infured.  The  above  gen* 
tleman,  m  his  mitments  of  diltra^on,  da* 
riared,  that  his  lofs  alone  amounted  to  6oaU 
being  the  only  remains  of  a  Urge  fbrtuoe* 
Thefe  apartmentt^had,  till  within  a  (hoig 
time  paft,  been  occupied  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Ilenty  johnftoo,  both  of  Covent-Garded 
Theatre.

Avery  handfome  pump  has  beeaereAed 
in  tbe  front  of  the  Royal  Exchange,  ovei 
the  well  larely  difoovered  in  Cornhill.  Tho 
cafe  is  of  iron,  and  forms  a  lofty  and  Tory 
handfome  obelifk.  It  is  elegantly  painted 
and  decorated  with  emblematic  figures, 
among  which  is  the  pl^n  of  a  Houfe  of 
CorrciSlion,  which  was  built  on  tlie ground 
adjoining  tl»e  pump  in  1182,  by  Henry 
Wallis,  cfq.  then  L<»rd  Miiyor  of  LoiWotu 
One  fide  of  tbe  pnmp  bears  this  infcription  : 
«  This  Well  was  difcovcred,  much  enlarged^ 
and  this  Pump  ere«5ted  in  the  year  X799>  hy 
the  contributions  c»f  the  Bank  (^  England^ 
the  Eaft-India  Company,  the  tieighbouring 
Fire-Ofllces,  together  with  the  Biiiikers  and 
Traders  of  the  Ward  of  Cos  nhiil.'*  On  th« 
reverfe,  thefe  words  appear :  **  On  ahis 
fpot  a  Well  was  fird  made,  and  a  houfe  o£ 
Corre<5^ion  built,  by  Henry  Wallit;  Mayof 
of  X^ondon,  ia  1282."

and  liberal,  and  polTeffing  an  addrefe  fo 
verfaiile  and  fuperior  as  Devef  failed  to 
tharm'  Jn  whatever  circle  it  was  exerted. 
This  was  the  wife  which  our  philofopher 
wanted  ;    and  upwards  of        years  (he 
continued  to  fu|^fply  the  vacancies  which 
abftradion    and     habitual    intenfcnefs   of 
thought  occafioned,  and  to  add  the  poHfli 
of  good  breeding  and  the  relief  of  good 
animal  fpirits  to  the  folid  worth  of  learned 
and  ufeful  difcourfe.— He  was  author  of 
an  inangiiral  djflertation  *'  De  Praxi  medi*> 
ca  ineunda,"  4to,  Lugd.  Bat.  1737)  of  a 
treatife  "  On  the  Art  of  making  Comnnon 
Salt/'   printed  ai   Loiulon,    in    1748,    in 
tvo;    which  procured  for  him  the  addi>^ 
tional  F.R.S.;    a  book  now  long  out  of 
•print,  hut  not  oiil  of  rtoolleftton,  fmce  it 
is,  by  foreign  rhemi(\s  ^s  woll  as  by  na- 
livef,  hy  M.  ChapiAl  as  well  as  by  our  own 
Dr.  \VaLfon,  cnt^d  up  for  it*  profound  va- 
riety of  tixccllence,  and  l;4mcnted  for  its 
fcarceu^fs.

A 
trip  10  the  fpas  Af  Germany  fuggefted  to 
our  chemill  the  idea  of  analyzing  the4)ro- 
pcities  of  the  Pyrmont  fpringe,   and   of 
ififlK  oiben,  and  a^ually  lead  our  fata* 


cicns  expertmentalift  into  t^  train  of 
nice  and  deep  difquifition,  which  .termi- 
nated in  the  de-etementizing  one  of  oar 
elements,  and    fixinf  its  invilible    fluid 
form  in  a  palpable  and  vifible  fobdance. 
All  which  Dr..  B.  has  ttk€tt^  by  produ- 
cing the  various  combinatioos  of  gafes  and 
vapours  which  cooftitoie  atmofpheric  air^ 
and  feparatiog  into  many  forms  this  long* 
fuppoftd  one  and  iodwifible ;  whilft  he  fo* 
lidified  its  fluid  elTence  into  a  hard  fub* 
i^icc,   fmvt  hanging    up   in   his   ftody. 
Whatever  rapid  genhis  may  claim  as  bit 
own,  that  Dr.  Brownrigg  was  the  legiti- 
mate father  of  thefe  vaift  difcoveries  was 
nee  only  known  at  the  time  to  the  Do^r^t 
intimate  and  domeAic  circle,  bat  alfo  to 
the  then  prefidetu  of  the  Royal  Society* 
Sir  John  Pringle ;  who,  when  called  upon 
to  beftow  upon  Dr.  Prieftley  the  gold  me- 
dal for  his  paper  of  ^  Difcoveries  of  the 
Nature  and  Properties  of  Air,"  thus  cjiti* 
caily  obfcrves :    "  And  it  is  no  difparage- 
meor  to  the  learned  Dr.  Prieftley,  that  the 
vein  of  thefe  difeoveries  was  hit  upou*  and 
its  courfe  fuccefsfully  followed  up,  fome 
years  ago,  by  my  very  learned,  veiy  pene- 
trating, very  induftrious,  but  too  m«leA^ 
friend,    Dr.  Brownrigg."    To  habics,  in- 
deed, of  too  much  diflidence,  and  to  too 
nice  a  fcrgpulofity  of  tafte,  formed^  per- 
haps, in>  the  ^fence  of  keen  animal  fpi- 
rits, the  world  has  to  attribute  the  fiswnefs 
of    bis  poblicatipDSt    and   the  dif&cukies 
which  always  impeded  his  road  to  the 
preOs.    Had  our  DoAor^s  produAioos  been 
allowed  to  make  their  own  way  into  the 
world  in  due  time,  many-a  jay  would  bate 
'been  plticked  of  his  plume,  and  another 
philofopher  of   the  Weftem  hemifpbcre 
had  not  been  tempted  to  pubiiih  notes  and 
obfervations,  which  he  had  tak«nddwn  at 
Ormathwaite,   and  to  give  them  to  the 
world  without  the  candid  addition  of  tbe 
date  of  their  origin.    The  writer  of  this 
article  lias  grounds  for  ^yingi  that  a  gene- 
ral hiAory  of  the  county  of  Cumberland 
was  one  of  tbe  Do6U>r*s  literary  projcAs, 
and  that  he  had  made  feveral  arrange- 
ments fublisrvient  to  fudi  an  undertakings 
particularly  in  tbe  denartment  of  Natural 
Hiftory.     To   the   Natural    Phiiofoplier, 
Cumberland  is  one  valt  mine  cf  htddeo 
treaiiiree.     Tbe  Botanift  on  the  forface, 
and  the  M ineralngift  below,  have  an  end- 
lefs   expanfe  of   refeareb  before  them; 
whim  the  civil  hiftory  of  this  .long-con* 
■tcfted  bound -)i7  hath  difleminated  every 
%vl.ere  the  moil  authentic^  the  bed  pre- 
fer ved,   monuments  of  Antiquity  of    all 
dates,   Brit! lb,  Ronnan,  and  S^oq,  and 
rendered  this  county  of  nnconnnoh.ii|iereft 
both  to  the  BiUoriao  and  the  Ao^iqiury. 
Cumberland  is  fuiely  the  fturahou^  for 
topographic  materials  ]    Mid   whg  better 
qualified  to  exploie  and  exhibii  timn  than 
tike  Cheoiift  of  Ormaihwaite  m  the  davs 
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of  his  vi|;our  ?  But,  alas  I  the  good  Dodor 
liad  either  conceived  tlie  projeft  ac  too  late 
a-perioii,  or  fat  br(»oJing  owr  it  too  lot^g ; 
hifi  foa  had  funk  fo  Ur  below  the  horizon, 
that  **  between  ihe  dawning  of  his  projeA 
and  the  final  cloling-in  of  his  day  was  but 
as  a  f|>an*s  interval."  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  mines  which  he  mnd  have  left,  though 
fcaitered,  will  not  be  \ol\  ;  that  the  dkjcffi 
membra  fbilofopbi  may  be  ftill  put  together ; 
that  i^le  curioGty  nor  defignmg  fciolifm 
may  not  be  permuted   to  approach  the 
fan^aary  of  fcience,  nor  the  ralh  hand  of 
Ignorance  la  fwecp  off  the  reliqnet  of  ge- 
nius Mriih  the  beforn  of  deftmetion.     As 
a  medical  pradlitione|,    his   works  were 
^morc  numerous,  and,  if  not  fo  widely /ce- 
I^biat^dy  they  were  of  a  clura<5l5r  more 
endearing  within  the  fphere  of  thetr  atility. 
The  Dodlor's  fellow  (^udencs  m  meflicine 
and  co>labourers  in  philofophy  endrarour- 
cd  much  to  attract  him  to  the  metropolis ; 
but  his  love  of' botany  and  agriculture,  his 
attachment  to  the  relatives  and  (nends  of 
his  wife,  and  his  native  d^fire  of  eafe  and 
learaed  re(iroment,  induced  him  io  poft- 
penethe  profpe<^)  of  fame,  riches,  and  ho- 
nour«,  in  the  buAle  of  the  higher  circles. 
What  London  loft,  Whitehaven  and  Cum- 
berland   gained    by   Uiis   refolution ;    and 
fearcely  a  family  is  there  of  any  confidera- 
'  tion  in  th:^t  large  county  which  has  not  oq 
record  fome  in  fiances  of  the  marterty  flcill, 
and   of   the    amiable  attentions,  of   Dr. 
Brownrigg.     His  fylt  jn  of  irea  iog  dtfeafe 
.  formed  an  epo^h  in  t!^e  annals  of  meJical 
pr4Aice ;  and,  as  his  doctrine  and  m'^thods 
were  felf-evideniiy  fuperior,  when  fanc- 
Cionrd  by  Che  facceff,  which  feldum  fell 
ihort,   t\\tj  furely  attached  to  him  thofe 
who  felt   their  underttandings  and « their 
health  ref^ored  by  the  fame  prsfcriptions. 
C^mvinced  and  enamoured  of  the  fimphcity 
of  Nature  m  all  her  ways,  he  defpjfed  the 
parade  and   myilery   of   phyfical  pomp. 
Truth  in  a  propofition,  and  virtue  in  prac- 
tice, he  pQifued  by  the  fame  methods  of 
rectitude  and  fimplicity.   The  poor  and  the 
rich  had  every  where  fumewhat  for  which 
they   thanked  h'^n;    And   health  feemed 
only  one  of  the  blelfing<  which  he  had  to 
difpenfe.  By  thcfe  means  the  Do^or  paffed 
Into  the   fummit  of   profedioaal   hupuur 
without  rival  or  competi(or,  without  con- 
Kroverfy  or   detraction,   but  not  without 
applications  and  requtrfls  from  fellow-ilo- 
dents  and    followers    from   diltant  parts, 
from  academies,  focietie^,  and  univeHities, 
foreign  and  domef^ic,  entreating  permifl&on 
to  enrol  his  name  among  the  Literati  of 
their  refpeAive  comi^unities.     But  literary 
.  fame,  and  even  the  toils  of  hit  prufetiion, 
were  no  anudo:e  to  the  tmUadie  <U  pays ; 
and,  advaiKcd  in  years,  and  tnciealed  in 
honours  aft  he  w^s,  no  Swifi  ever  pined 
more  »r(^i>tly  for  his  na'ive  mountains  and 
lal^es  th,m  Or.  ^rowarigg.   Tlie  ialrea- 


ties  and  folicitudes  of  the  unhealthy,  the 
anxious  prayers  of  a  fond  wife,  mighl  pdf^ 
haps  have  retarded,  bat  could  not  preventf 
his  departure  from  Whitehaven,  and  fble 
refidence  at  Ormachwaite.    And  the  ex- 
celfes  of  friend  Hi  ip  and  forebodings  of  dif^ 
eafe  fe|l  fhurt  cf  the  fa£i,  wheh  they  fore- 
told the  cliafm  \fi  fetteral  fociety,  the  defi* 
viency  in  pubtic  poHce,  the  depravation  of 
mannen,  afkl  interruption  of  hofpitality, 
as  well  as  th^  difmal  void  of  medical  re- 
fource,  whicli  would  be  felt  throughout 
this  part  of  the  coQi^try  in  the  fecetSion  of 
this  excellent  coapte.     OrmathwaiCe,  re* 
mote  as  it  is  from  the  capital,  and  feparated 
as  it  Teems  to  be  by  wilds  of  common  aitd 
ranges  oi  mountain,  might  be  a  plaee  of 
retirement,  but  not  of  obfcudty,  to  tka 
Doctor :  nothing  could  feclude  Tiim  from 
the  friendly  en^uirieis  of  fome  of  his  fund* 
ving  contemporaries,  nor  fiom  the  curio* 
iity  and  attentions  of  their  fucceflbrs  ia 
fcience.   The  Dv»(Slor  was  overjoyed  to  fee 
his  native  country  become  the  obje^  of 
travel,  and  the  topick.  of  praifts  and  adai* 
ration ;  and  obferved  with  dehght  ihe  tafte 
for  foreign  toucs  cried  dpwn,  .whtift  Ibe 
new,   the  romantic,  and  the  reniote,  in 
our  own  ifland,  lay  unexplored.    It  glad- 
jdened  the  heart  of  the  veteran  herbtbii  to 
behold  young  troops  of  bah  fexes  ran- 
fackmg  the  (ieKis  for  botanic  rarities,-  and 
he  feemed  to  oongratalate  with  the  fpiriC 
of  old  Boerhaave  when  he  fq^nd  that  cbe* 
miftry,  always  acknowledged  as  the  mod 
itnportanr,  was  now  coming  forth  aa  th0 
tnott  popular  of  the  foiences.    ^o  thefis 
circumflances  i>f  gratification  ic  was  a  for* 
tunatc  acceflion,  that,  at  this  time,  a  good 
ichobr,  an  aniateur  of  the  romaotic,  and  a 
follower  of  the  Mnfes,  by  leWUo  oif  pro* 
deuce  as  well  as  by  choice  of  affbdtion,  vi* 
ftted  the  D  x^im*.

Some,  who  think  that 
all  our  antient  chambers  were 
grmned,  maintain  that  the  prefcat 
cieling  is  not  the  original  finiih  of 
it.  But  let  them  be  told,  groined 
arches  were  m  general  confined  to 
bafement  fiohes,  and  the  interior! 
of  churches  and  their  chapter- 
houfes.  This  ignorant  mi^ke  haa 
fi)  /ar  taken  polleffion  of  oK)dem 
Architeds,  that  we  find,  in  their 
pretended  imitations  of  antient 
manfions,  groined  Arches  crowning 
their  falcons,  drawing-rooms/  gal- 
leries, and  drefiing-rooma  (we 
fhould  call  them  halls,  great  cham^ 
hers,  avenues,  and  bowers).  But 
thefe  our  enlightened,  archite^ural 
innovators  feek  not  to  follow  an-r 
tient  models,  but  io  imprwg  <m 
them.  Upon  what  account  this 
chamber  has  obtained  the  name  of 
the  Painted  Chamber,  we  are  at  a 
lois  to  afcortain.  Stow  is^  filent 
about  it;  and  I  believe  it  will  bo 
befi  for  us  tx>  foUow  fo  good  an  exn 
ample,  otJberwtfe  than  by  laying, 
that  certain  markings  on  Yarioua 
parts  of  the  walls  appear  fome« 
what  hke  ornamented  cooqwt'* 
ments,  but  wbofe  colours,  we  maj 
fuppoie*  aie  hid  by  the  many  coats 
of  whitewafb  whid)  have  been  laid 
over  them.

tike  South  pillars  of  the  nave  for  a 
kdy  of  the  family  of  Tindal.  The 
workmen  were  not  aware  till  too 
late  that  they  were  got  below  the 
foundation  of  the  two  pillars,  whicli, 
being  at  no  great  dcfpth  in  the 

froimd,  gave  way  in  about  five 
ours  after  they  left  the.  fpot,  and 
drew  along  with  it  the  whole  range 

.  of  arches  on  that  fide,  and  with 
them  the  roof  of  the  nave  and  its 
aile9,  and  the  greatefi  part  of  the 
walls  over  the  arches  and  windows, 
leaving  only  the  tower  at  the  Wett 

..end,  and  the  chancel  at  the  fiaft 
fnd,  Handing.  The  organ  efcaped 
unhurt,  though  the  ga^ery  beibrQ 
k  was  beaten  down,  and  the  mo- 
numents with  the  iibnuy  in  the 
North  aile  are  fafe.  A^bill,  to  en- 
able the  pariihioners  to  raife  a  fum 
of  money  on  annuities,  is  brought

On  the  top  of  the  pedeftal,  four 
dolp^ns.    From  foux*  Uont  hmdj  It

water,  whofe  fourcc,  half  a  mile 
from  the  town  to  the  N.  W.  is 
oalled,  Bulges  well,  large,  and 
ilrongly  bricked  round. 

Oil  the  old  conduit,  which  was 
a  quadrangle  15  feet  high,  built 
ivith  fione  and  br^ck,  was  the  fol- 
lowing infcription : 

**  This  eoiKkiit  in  one  minute  runs  one 
lioglMad  and  a  half,  and  four  gallons  and 
a  half.  In  one  day,  1261  hogmeadt  and 
54  'gallons,  in  one  month,  63,300  hogf- 
beads.  And  in  one  year,  825,941  hogf> 
beads  and  54  gallons."

I)artford.  They  were  fold  at  8  s.  a 
tree  to  Mr.  Cotes,  coal  and  timber 
merchant,  of  Chelmsford  j  who, 
by  fellfqg  them  to  turners,  and  to 
make  bedfteads,  &c.  for'  the*  bar- 
racks, is  faid  to  have  cleared  ^«jopl.

LORD  H§Usit^  began  by  rtaiarking 
'  DD  tbejaaguaga  of  the  Noble  Se* 
araiary  (Lord  Greavi  le),  who  bad 
laid,  that  every  peer  who  had  appro- 
ved of  ibe  war  vi  any  time  muft,  by 
an  aadeniable  confequeace,  give  their 
fanA^OB  to  the  1  event  proceedings  of 
Miaiftcrt.  Th<s  was  an  aflfenioo, 
Viadt,  in  hit  opioioo,  only  to  entrap 
tbofit  who  had  voted  on  former  occa- 
,  fioat*  A  rooiW,  Which  be  bad  made 
^rly  ia  tbe  prefent  feflioo,  wat  oppo- 
Itd  OB  very  different  grounds.  Ii  waa 
ja6fted  on  «  plea  of  a  manifcft  animo* 
fity»  aad  aa  a  coatiaaed  iRdifpofitioB 
M»fnr4M  ptaAty   aa  tba  part  al    ibe 
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.    luppofed   jnftability.    of    the    prefent 
French  government.     But  ^ho  could 
take  upon  him  ro  fay  that  the  exi(ling» 
government  in  France  was  lefs  ftable 
than  any  which  had   preceded  it  i  or 
that  it  was  lefs  folid  than  thofe  with 
which  he  had  af^ualiy  entered  into  a 
negotiatioo  ?     Another  obje6kion  arofc 
from  what  were  calledFien^hpiinciplcs* 
Thefe  principtes^  it  was  iiece0ary  to 
dilUngu>0i»  were  cither  ambitious  or 
icvolutiooary.     If  the  latter  ^rniihed 
tb^ground  of  objedion,  he  muft  then 
aik»  whether  the  principles  of  France 
were  now  more  revolutionary  than  at 
fjrmer .periods,  when  we  had  negotiated 
with  republican   France  ?     If  the  am- 
bitious principle*  of  France  were  the 
ground,  be  mui\  fay,  that  her  conduCt 
in  this  fti'ptSt  was  fuch  as  to  excite 
his  utmoft  indigi^ation.     The  French, 
kad  broktn  many  treaties ;  but   from 
this  no  ajgumenr  could  be  brought  of 
'    the  indabiliiy  of  her  Government,  as 
thefie  tre^tties,  generally  fpeaking,  bad 
been    broken  by  the  very  Govercment 
by   which  they  were  made.     France* 
however,  had    Orifliy    adhered  to  her 
treaty   with    Pruflia.     She  had   quar- 
relled with  i^ambingh  ;  but,  as  far  as 
be   could  recollect,    (he   had    receded 
from   her   pretenfions.     [Lord    Gren* 
yille  faid,  from  the  crofs  bench,  **No!

was.  ambitious,  that  was  a  leafon  why 
we  ihoold    bind   her   to    more    ilri£l 
terms  ;  but  it  was  no  rcafon  whatever 
why  we  ihould  not  enter  into  a  nego- 
tiatiun.     ^     fourth  argument   againft 
our  treating  was  founded  on  the  fup- 
pofed  ii  fiaceriiy  of  Buonaparte.     But 
if  the  conful  was  iitfiocere,  which   he 
(Lord  Holland)  did  not  believe;  if  it 
was  his  purpofc  to  de'ude  the  people 
of   France,  and  to*dividc  the  penp  e  of 
England;    how  could    we   difappoint 
thofe  purpofes,  and  bring  his  Anceiity 
to  a  tell,  bei'ter  or  mo'c  tairly  than  by 
entering  inio  a   negotiation  ?

This  formed, 
in  his  opinion,  no  part  of  the  queAion; 
and  yet  one-third  of  the  fpeech  t>f  the 
Noble  Secretary  had  been  wafled  in 
proving  the  fact  of  aggreffion.  The 
demand  now  made  was,  that  France 
ihould  either  (hew  her  inclination  for 
peace  by  reOoring  royalty,  or  that  wc 
ihould  be  allowed  to  wait  fbr  what 
was  called  the  evidence  of  fa^s  and  of 
experience.  This  evidence  coiild  be  ^ 
colleAcd  IB  fix  weekv)  but  now,  from 
any  thing  that  had  appeared,  we  were 
to  wait  for  years  before  the  fame  tef- 
timony  could  be  admitted.  The  re- 
jedtion  of  the  prefent  overtures  of 
peace,  taken  in  every  point  of  view^ 
he  mud  contend,  had  by  no  Ineana  , 
the  fandion  of  public  opinion ;

^nger,  they  approachVtf '  the  fliip»   and 
ftnred  many  of  their  grallant  couotrymen. 
The  ihip,  at  II  o'clock,  blew/np  with  a 
tremendous  explo6on»  (uflk«  and,  in  amo- 
ineAt,  left  not  a,  wreck  behind.    The  re- 
portt  arevarioos,  refpetfting  the  origin  of 
hvt  Are  {  but  the  moft  credible  account  is, 
Chat  it  was  occafioned  by  fome  hay  which 
had  been  put  on»board,  and  lodged  on  tht: 
booms.    It  was  nwefEary  to  remove  this 
bay«  to  make  room  for  the  launch ;  and, 
^ibme  of  it  falling  upon  the  match -tub, 
caught  fire,  and  blazed  up  with  aAoni(hing 
rapidityf   It  fuddeoly  caught  the  fails  and 
rigging,  and  fpread  the  flames  fo  quickly 
on  all  fides,  that  tf^y  could  not  be  over- 
come by  any  exertions.

<<  It  WAS  a  ftrsnge  negl«A,  at  the  time 
of  the  Reformauttii  that  the  BiBti  andi 
Cjmmm  Prayer  was  not  tranflitfed  into  the 
Irifh  language,  and  oopkmfly  difperfed  in 
that  cimntry ;  for^  as  there  was  no  efta- 
biilbmeut  of  the  Dtur^y  in  Irilh  in  any 
ctiurch  in  the  kingdom,  if  any  of  the  poor 
ignorant  peafantry  by  chance  went  to  a 
Proteilani  charch,  not  knowing  the  Eng* 
li(h  tongue,  they  could  not  be  much  more 
improved  or  informed  than  by  hearing  the 
Latin  fervice  at  niafs ;  and  would  prefer 
the  latter,  as  wliat  they  were  more  accuf- 
toroed  to.  But,  perhaps,  it  is  not  too  late 
now  to  do  fomething  of  the  kind  in  the 
count!  y  parities  which  are  at  a  diftaooe 
from  the  towns.  IVaUs  was  better  attend- 
ed to  tlun  IrelamH^  at  the  Reformation,  in 
thcfe  matters ;  and  1n  feveral  churches  of 
fhe  Principality  the  fervice  is  in  the  com-

I  know  not.  Air.  Urban,  how 
amply  an  Irifli  vcriion  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures  hath  ever  been  circula- 
ted in  Ireland  j  but  of  its  exiftence 
all  doubt  is  pj-ecluded.  From  a 
note  indeed  in  your  Magazine, 
where  (LXVIII.  p.  1054)  a  review 
is  given  of  **  Butler's  Memoirs  of 
Hildclley^  Blihop  of  Sodor  and 
Mann,"  one  might  be  led  to  be- 
lieve that  tlie  facred  volume  had 
not  been  rendered  into  the  Irifh 
tongue.  The  contrary,  however, 
is  the  fa6l ;  and  Bp.  Bedell's  Bible 
prevents  fo  deep  a  refledtion  on  the 
tlieological  literature  of  Ireland. 
The  New  Tfibiment  alfo,  By  O'- 
Donnell,  is  eipreflly  noticed  in  Let- 
ter LXXV.  (written  by  Gen.  Sir  J. 
Adolphus  Oughtonin  1771,  Appen- 
dix to  Hildefley,  p.  62c )•  And, 
fpeaking  of  what  had  been  done 
for  the  people  of  Mann,  Major 
Valiancy  tells  his  friend,  the  inge- 
nious P.  Moore,  of  that  illapd 
(letter  XCiV.  Dec.  1780,  Appen- 
/dixj  -p.  670),

How  fkr  that  trandation  is  no\pr 
circulated  in  Ireland,  or  to  wh/o(t 
n«gle^  or  ovedight  the  omiflion  to 
ufe  it  if  to  be  attributed,  is  beft 
known  by  the  Clergy  there.  Never 
could  a  fairer  opponunity  occur  to 
bring  it  forward  than  th#  prefeitt 
times  afford.  I  am  alfured  that  tho 
London  Society  for  promoting 
Chriftian  Knowledge  hath  cxprel- 
fed  an  carneft  wifli  that  fomeUiing 
could  be  done  to  prefent  the  Irilo 
people  with  the  Word  of  God  in 
their  native  tongue,  and  give  it'  % 
general  circulation  through  the 
country.  A  very  celebrated  Prelate 
of  ours,  in  a  Northern  diocefe, 
whofe  mind  is  eve^r  employed  on 
furthering  die  beA  deiigns,  has  (}g- 
nified,  I  underfland,  his  intention 
of  addredin^  the  luperior  Clergy  of 
Ireland  on  the  fubjedt.  And  n?ajr 
fo  good  a  purpofe  iuccced,  to  rcfcue 
their  poor  couotrymen  from  ImId^ 
a  prey  to  Popeiy  on  the  one  ha6d^ 
and  to  barbarity,  from  invincib^o 
ignorance,  on  the  other !  I  doubt 
not,  that,  if  an  application  were 
made  from  Ireland  in  fome  fuch 
refpedtable  channel,  it  would  iboQ- 
appear  that  the  London  Society  is 
as  ready  to  lend  its  aid  in'  fuch  a 
caufe,  as  it  moft  HberaUy  was  to  en- 
courage the  Monks  vertion  utidir 
the  aufpices  of  the  venerable  Hil« 
deOey.

This  fcemed  to  be 
pretty  geirera  ly  tbe  cafe  with  the  new 
Repubiick.     He    could     not    believe 
that  England  entectained  no  hoflility 
to  France  befote  Auguft,  1792.     The 
conQitutiooal  king  cfFcred  that   Ejag- 
land   fbould  mediate  between   Franca 
and    Auftria.
